G,
Fowler, of Port Jurvis, Editor of the
Farmer and a veleran ngriculturist
and pomologist was also present and
took part in the genoranl diseussion,
which wns opened by Christinn
Lohde who offered some remarks on
the question, ' As fto how the
farmer conld come in closer eon-
tact with the consumer in the sale
of his Products,’’ Incidentally this
brought ont the subject of dealing
with the middlemen and commis-
sion merchants, and D. D. New.
man gave some rather unprofitable
experiencos he had with that olsss
of bonefactors, It wus agroed that
in the present state of matters, whon
furmers are so lnoking in orgonizn-
tion, that no remedy exists but in n
more compret nrrangement by them
to so control the mnrket that prices
may bhe maintained,and to deal only
with comnission men of character
nnd finnnoinl standing,

In the aftornoon, Hon., John A.
Woodward took up the question of
fortilizors and ns conueoted with this
the feeding value of different stuffs
and the best rations for stook. The
three  oclemoents  which aro most
needed in the raising of orops are
nitrogen, phosphoric acdd wnd potash,
and for years the farmers have
bean selling these fertilizers out of
their lands. The depletion has been
gradanl but sure amd the worn.out
farm and poor land i tho result,
The farmers have allowed the mn.
nure to remain under the eaves of
the buildings and the water to leach
out all the strength, or to le over
the baurn yard and haye the same
process completed by the mins, He
did not belleve in large applications
of lime ot one time but about twenty
bushels to an acre every four years,
By the use of charts he illustrated
tho different effect of crops on the
Tsnd and the kind of fertilizer noodod
for them, and in the same  mannor
ho pointed ont the feeding valae of
various products, Clover s most
pearly the perfect feed, combining
in itsolf all the requisites. The sumne
féoding value ean bo obtained by
mixing sors and wheat or othor sab-
stances in proper proportions.  Oats
and pess mixed also farnish & nearly
complete feed, Ho rolated that
whils ut New Milford he observed
four trains of milk passing o New
York and estimated that they carried
of manarial valoo $840 dollars taken
from the farms of that region. This
